Oranges, Lemons, Grape Fruit and 


Other Luxuries are Still at High 
Water Mark—Looks Like a Corner 
On Beans. 


Beans and onions and squash are 


)ositive 
Juxrries this 
year. 
The 


wholesale price on these articles of 
country produce has kited upward so 
rapidly in the past few weeks that 
the average marketman is at his wits' 


nd to fill the demands made upon 
lim and at the same time make both 
ends meet. 


"Beans are high," said a local mer- 


chant, today. "I've just ordered some 
western pea beans and I'm going to 
>ay $2.15 a bushel for them. This is 
i high price. 
You can't sell those 


beans for eight cents a quart and pay 
your freight and at the same time 
make anything to help pay for the 
running expenses of the store. There 
iseu to be a time when Maine farm- 
ers raised pea beans; but they don't 
do so now. 


"Yellow eyes is their great crop. I 


have to send west for pea beans now- 
adays, and by the looks of things I'll 
have to pay dear for them before next 
year's crop cornes around. 
Farmers 


ought to raise pea beans. They'll pay 
them well year in and year out as 
well as any other crop they plant. 


-Now take onions. 
They arc still 


up and they are going higher. Last 
year a, better grade of onions could be 
bought at wholesale for GO cents a 
bushel than can now be purchased 
for $1.30. 
The crop was- short any- 


way, 
and there was big lot pickled; so 


that the present supply is rather lim- 
ited. This fact accounts for the high 
price and the scarcity thereof. You 
sec we can't sell onions at a very big 
i>rolit any more than we can beans. 
ITio first cost is too groat. 


"Then there's squash. What we can 


get hold of costs at wholesale 53.25 a 
hundred pounds-. At this rate we can't 
sol! a squash at. 4 cents- a pound and 
make anything out of the sale. When 
tin- shrinkage on account of decay is 
considered there isn't much money 
in squash—not this year, at any rate, 
and yet canned squash is selling at 12 
'•onts a can, really los:; than the 
goods can be duplicated for today. 


"PotatKs are where they were last 


week, worth one dollar a bushel at re- 
tail. 
Today they are selling at 9" 


oonts a bushel in Uoston in carload 
lt}\*. 
They can't help going up bc- 


i'ore long. Apples an- very dull. There 
seems to be no demand tor them. It's 
always this way in a short apple year. 
People won't buy apples when the 
price is as high as- it is this year.
